Dekalb Operators Walk Out. 


Test s’a re lifting made on the Chicago 
,v Northwa'stern with a new blocking 
system with which it is proposed to 
equip the entire road. 
'The block is 
purposed to prevent trains from enter­ 
ing open swilches or colliding with 
cars standing on the sidings. 
The 
block was invented by C, M. Mitchell, 
a conductor on the 
I'nion 
Pacific. 
The device is made of pressed or cast 
steel, seven-eights of an inch thick, 
five inches wide, and thirty-six inches 
long. 
There is one and one-fourth 
inch tlangc on the inside of t in* block 
which will lead the tracks a wav from 
the main line.
